Happy Btr Roderick I 
uooi), Sir Roderick! a healthy, eonl-inspirlng faith 
Is tblne. 
Well, I am to tell you the outspoken trnth, tor­ 
mented by the same doubts and fears that people 
in America and England are—to-day uncommonly 
so. 1 blame tbe fever. Yet, though I have heard 
nothing that would lead me to believe Livingstone 
is alive, 1 derive much comlort in reading Sir 
Roderick’s speech to the society of which he is 
ITcBidenL 
THE CHANCES AGAINST LIVIN08T0NE. 
But though he has tenscity of purpose and Is the 
most resolute of travellers, he Is but a man, who, If 
alive, is old In years. I have but to send for Said 
bln Habib, who claims to be the Doctor’s best 
friend, and who lives but a rlfie shot from the camp 
of the Herald ana Livingstone expeditions, and he 
will tcU me how be found him so elck with fever 
Uiat It seemed as if the tired spirit was abont to 
take Ite eternal rest. I have but to ask SuUman 
Dowa, or Thomas, how bo fonnd “old Daoud Fellas- 
teen”—David Lltlngstone—and he will tell me he 
saw a very old man, with very gray beard and mus­ 
tache, who ought to be home now Instead of wan­ 
dering among those wild cannibals of Manyema. 
THE KNAVISH SHXHIF. 
What made me to-day give way to fears for 
IJvlngetonc’8 life was that a letter bad reached 
Dnyanyembe, from a man called Sherlf, who Is In 
charge of Uvlngstone’a goods at Ujyi, wherein he 
asked permission from Said bin SaUm, the Gover­ 
nor here, to sell Livingstone’s goods lor Ivory, 
wherein he states farther that Sherlf had sent his 
slaves to Manyema to look for the white man, and 
that these slaves had returned without hearing any 
news of him. He (Sherlf) was therefore tired of 
waiting, and It would be much better If he were to 
receive orders to dispose of the white man’s cloth 
and beads for ivory. 
It is strange that these goods, which were sent to 
Djiji over a year ago, have not yet t>ecn touched, 
and the fact that Uvlngstone has not been in UJlJl 
to receive his last year’s snppUes puzzles also Sold 
bln SaUm, Governor of Unyanyembe, or, rather, 
of Tabora and Kwihara, as well as It puzzles 
Sheikh, the son of Naslb, accredited Consul of Syed 
Bnrgbasb, Sultan of Zanzibar and Pemba at the 
Courts of Hnmaulka and Mtesa, Kings respectively 
of Karagwah and Uganda. 
THE FATE OP LIVINGSTONE’S .STORES. 
In the storeroom where the cumi>ersomc moneys 
of the Nrw Yore H eralo Expedition lie pUed np 
bale upon bale, sack after sacK, coll after coU, and 
the two boats, are this year’s snpplicB sent by Dr. 
Kirk to Dr. Uvlngstone—seventeen bales of cloth, 
twelve boxes of wine, provisions, and little luxuries 
such as tea and coffee. When I came up with my 
last cAravan to Unyanyembe I found Livingstone’s 
had arrived but four weeks before, or about May 23 
last, 
and 
had put itself under charge of a 
half-caste called Than! Kati-Kati, or Than!, “in 
the middle,” or “between.” 
Before 
he could 
get carriers he 
died of 
dysentery. He was 
suoceded In charge by a man frem Johanna, who, 
in something like a week, died of smallpox: then 
Mlrambo’s war broke oat, and here wc all are, 
September 21, both cxpedlUons hatted. 
Bat not 
for long, lot us hope, for the third time I will 
make a start the day after to-morrow. 
TRtJTHFCL SHERIF. 
To the statement that tho man Sherlf makes, 
that be has sent slaves to Manyema to search for 
Dr. Uvlngstone, I pay not the slightest attention. 
Sherlf. I am told. Is a half-caste. Half Arab, 
halfnegm. 
Happy amalgamation! 
All Arabs 
and ail half castes, especially when It is In their 
interest to lie. He without stint. What and who 
is tb lB man Sherlf, that he should, unasked, oend 
his slaves twenty days off to search for a white 
man? It was not for his interest to send ont men, 
but it was policy to say that he had done so, and 
that his slaves had returned without hearing of 
him. He Is, therefore, in a hurry to sell off and 
make money at tbe expense of Livingstone. This

DR. EIRE’S NEGLECT. 
It 18 the case of the Bntlsh PubUc vs. Dr. John 
Rlrk, Acting Political Agent and Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consul at Zanzibar, as 1 understand I?. 
The case Is briefly this:—Some time In October, 
1870, Henry Adnan Churchill, Esq., was Political 
Agent and Her Britannic Majesty’s Consnl at Zanzi­ 
bar. lie fitted ont during tbat month a small ex­ 
pedition to carry supplies to Dr. Uvlngstone, under 
the escort of seven or eight men, who were to act 
as armed soldiers, porters or servanU. Tliey ar­ 
rived at Bagomoyo, on the mainland, during the 
latter part of October. 
About the latter part of 
October or the 
early part of 
November Mr. 
ChurchUl loft Zanzibar for England, and Dr. John 
Kirk, the present occnpant of the consular chair, 
succeeded him as “acting’’ In the capacity Mr. 
::nurchin heretofore had done. A letter bag, con­ 
taining letters to Dr. Uvlngstone, was scaled up 
by Dr, John Kirk at Zanzibar, on whicb was 
written “ November 1, I8T0—Registered letters 
for Dr. David Uvlngstone, UJUl,” from which 
It appears 
that 
the letter bag 
was closed 
on the 1st November, 1870. On the eth January, 
1871, your correspondent In. charge of tlie New 
Yore Herald Expedition arrived 
at Zanzibar, 
and then and there heard of a caravan being at 
Bagomoyo, bound for the Interior with sopplles for 
Dr. Livingstone. On tho 4th of February, 1871, 
your correspondent In charge of the Herald Ex­ 
pedition Errlved at Bagomoyo and found this cara­ 
van of Dr. Livingstone’s stHl at Bagomoyo. On or 
abont the 18th February, 1871, appeared off Bago­ 
moyo Her Briunnlc Majesty’s gunboat Columbine. 
Captain Tucker, having on board Dr. John Kirk, 
acting Her Briunnlc Majesty’s ConsoL Three days 
before 
Dr. John Kirk arrived at 
Bagomoyo 
UvlDgstone’s caravan surted for the interior, hnr- 
ried, no doubt, by tlie report that the English Con- 
sul was coming. That evening abont the hour of 
■even p. M. your correspoodeat dined at the Freocb 


mlsBlen In company with the p^rss. Dr. Kirk and 
Captain Tucker of the Columbine. The next morn­ 
ing Dr. Kirk and Captain Tucker and another gen­ 
tleman from the Columbine, and Pfire Homer, Bn- 
Ilerlor of the French mission, left lor Klkoko, first 
camp on tbe 
Dnyanyembe 
road 
beyond tbe 
Kniganl River; or. In other worda, the oecond 
oamp for 
the 
up 
caravans from Bagomoyo. 
Phre Homer returned to Bagomoyo the evening of 
that same day; but Messrs. Kirk and Tucker, the 
French Consnl, M. Dlvlane, and. 1 believe, the sur- 
geon Of the Columbine, remained behind that they 
might enjoy the sport which the leit bank of tho 
Knlgani offered them. 
BDNTINO BUT NOT SEARCHING. 
A good deal of ammunition was wasted, I heard, 
by the naval offlcens because, “yon know, they 
have only pea rifleE,” so said Dr. Kirk to me. But 
Dr. Kirk, tbe companion of Uvlngstone and some­ 
thing of a sporuman, I am told bagged one hartbcest 
and one giraffe only in the four or five days the 
party was ont. 
M. Dlvlane, or Dlvlen, hurried 
back 
to

hartbeest, that

Showman 
of wild beasts did Isay? Yes. Well 1 adhere to 
It and repeat It. But to proceed. At the end of a 
week or thereaboou the pmrty were said to have 
arrived at the French mission again. 1 rode np 
from the camp of the H erald Expedition to see 
them. They were sitting down to dinner, and we 
all heard the graphic yam about the death of the 
hartbcest. It was a fine animal they all agreed. 
"But, Doctor, did yon not have something else?” 
(Question by leader of Herald Expedition.) 
“No! we saw lots of game, you know—giraffe, 
zebra, wild boar, Ac.—but tney were made so wild, 
yon know, by the firing of pea rifles by tne oniccrs, 
that immediately one began to stalk them off they 
went. 1 would not have got tbe hartbeest if 1 bad 
not gone alone.” 
WeU, next morning Dr. Rlrk and a reverend 
paore came to visit the camp of tho H e ra ld Ex­ 
pedition, partook of a cup of tea In my tent, then 
went to see Moussona abont Dr. Livingstone’s 
things. They were told tbat the caravan had gone 
several days before. Satisfied that nothing more 
could be done, after a O ^ u n e r at the French Mis­ 
sion, Dr. Kirk about eleven A. M. went on board 
the Columbine. 
About half-past three P. M. the 
Columbine steamed for Zanzibar. 
A FALSE RBl>UItT. 
On the istb of March your correspondent re­ 
turned to Zanzibar to settle up the last accounis 
connected with the expedition. While at Zanzibar 
your correspondent heard that tbe report had In­ 
dustriously been spread among those interested in 
Uvlngstone, the traveller, that Dr. Kirk had hur­ 
ried off tbe Uvlngstone caravan at once, and that 
he had accompanied the said caravan beyond the 
Knlgani, and that yoor correspondent could not 
possibly get any pagazis whatever, as he iDr. 
Kirk) 
had 
secured 
them 
all.

Livingstone’s caravan needed 
but thirty-three 
men; the Herald Expedition required 140 men, all 
told. Before the Uvlngstone caravan had etarteil 
the first caravan of the H erald Expedition had 
preceded them by four days. By the 16th of March 
111 men were secured for the Herald Expedition, 
and for the remainder donkeys were substituted. 
PROVING IT FALSE. 
June 23 saw ns at Dnyanyembe, and there 1 heard 
the reports of the chiefs of tbe several caravans of 
the H e ra ld Expedition. 
Uvingstonc’a caravan 
was also there, and the men In charge were Inter­ 
rogated by me with the following questions :— 
Q. When did yon see Dr. Kirk last ? 
A. 1st of November, 1870. 
Q. Where? 
A. At Zanzibar. 
Q. Did yon not sec him at Bagomoyo ? 
A. No; 
bnt we heard that he had been at 
Bagomoyo ? 
Q. Is this tm e ; quite, quite true ? 
A. Quito true, Wallah (by Ood). 
The story is told. This Is the case-a case, as 1 
understand It to be, of the British Public vs. John 
Kirk. Does It not appear to you that Dr. John 
Kirk never had a word to say, never bad a word to 
write to hla old friend Dr. Uvingstone all the time 
from 1st November, 1870, to about the Ifith Febru­ 
ary, 1871; that during all this period of three and a 
half months Dr. John Klik showed great unkind­ 
ness, nnfrlendliness towards tbe old traveller, his 
former oompanlon, In not pashing the caravan 
carrying supplies to the man wit h whom, all who 
have read of him sympathize so much T Does It not 
seem to you, as It does to me, that bad Dr. 
John Kirk bestirred himself In his grand character 
of English "Balynz”—a noble name an«l great title 
ont here in these landa-that that smalt caravan ol 
thirty-three men might have been despatched 
within a week or so after their arrival at Bagomoyo, 
by which It would have arrived here in Dnyan­ 
yembe long before Mlrambo’s war broke out? This 
war broke out June 1 6 ,1871. 
THE CASE AGAINST EIRE. 
Well, I leave tbe case In your hands, assured that 
your intelligence, your natural power of discrimi­ 
nation, your fine sense of justice, will enable you to 
decide whether this man Dr. John Kirk, professed 
friend of Uvlngstone, has shown his friendship for 
Uvlngstone In leaving bis caravan three and a half 
months at Bagomoyo; whether, when he went over 
to Bagomoyo in the character of showman of wild 
beasts to gratify the sporting instincts of tbe ofll- 
cers of Her Britannic Majesty’s ship rotnmbine, 
did he show any very kindly freling to the hero 
traveller when he left the duty of looking up that 
caravan of the Doctor’s tUl tho last thing on the 
programme. 
rKTAMWBZI. 
Unyamwezl is a romantic name. It is “ I.and of 
the Moon” rendered into English—'s romantic and 
sweet in Kinyamwezi as any that Btamboul or 
Ispahan can boast Is to a Tnrk or a Persian. The 
attraction, however, to a Earopean lies only In the 
name. There la nothing of the mystic, nothing of 
the poetical, nothing of fhe romantic, In the country 
of Unyamwezl. 1 shudder at the sound of the 
name. It la pregnant in ita every syllable to I 
me. 
Whenever 1 think of the 
word 
immc- { 
diately come thoughts of colyclnth, rhubarb, ¡ 
calomel, tartar emetic, ipecacuanha and quinine 
into my head, and I feel qnalmlsh abont the gastric 
regions and I wish I were a thousand miles away 
iromlt. H I look abroad over the country I see the 
most inane and the most prosaic country ouc could 
ever imagine. It is the most unlikely country to 
a European for settlem ent; It is so repulsive owing 
to the notoriety it has gained for Its fevers. A 
white missionary wonid shrink back with borror at 
tho tbongbt of scttllug in It. An agricnltarist 
might be tem pted; but then there are so many bet- 
ter countries where he cculd do so much better he 
would bo a madman If he ignored those to settle In 
this. And, znpposlng It were necessary to send an 
expedition such as that which boldly entered 
Abyssinia to Unyamwezl, tho resulU would be worse 
than tho retreat of Napoleon from Moscow. No, 
an ordinary English soldier could never live here. 
Yet you must not think of Unyamwezl as you would 
of an American swamp; you must not Imagine 
Unyamwezl to have deep morasses, slnshy beds of 
mud, infested with all abominable reptiles, or a 
Jungle where the lion and the leopard have their 
dens. 
Nothing 
of 
the 
kind. 
Unyamwezl 
Is 
a 
different 
kind 
of 
connfry 
altogether 
from that. 
To 
know 
the 
general 
outline 
and physical features of Unyamwezl you must 
take a look around from one of the noble coigns of 
vantage offered by «ny of those hills oí syenite, In 
the debatable ground of Mgnnda Makall, In 
UyanzL 


A BtRDSETB TIIW. 
From tbe sommlt of one of those naviral for- 
tresses, if you look west, you will see Unyamwezl 
recede Into the far, bine, mysterious disUnce In a 
sncceuion of blue waves of noble forest, rtnng and 
snbsldliit Uke the blue waters of an ocean. Such 
a view of Unyamwezl la inaptring; and, were It pos­ 
sible for yon to wing yourself westward on to 
another vantage coign, again and again tbe land 
nndnlates after 
tbe 
same 
fashion, 
and still 
afar off is the same asure, mystic horlaon. As you 
approaoft Unyanyembe 
tbe 
scene 
la 
slightly 
changed. Hills of sysnlte are seen dotting tbe vast 
prospect, like Islands In a sea, presenting in their 
external annearance. to an imaginatiTe eye. rude 


imiutione of castellated fortreeoee and embattled 
towerR A nearer view ef theee hlUs discloeea tbe 
denuded rock, dlslntegiated maaees ataodinc on 
end, boulder resuag upon bonlder, or an immeoae 
towering rock, 
tinted wltb the sombre color 
age patnts 
In 
these lands. 
Around 
these 
rocky 
hills 
stretch 
the enlUvated 
fields of 
the Wanyamwezl—fleldi of tall malao, of holcns 
sorghum, of millet, of vetches, Ac.-am ong which 
you may discern the patches devoted to the culti­ 
vation of sweet potatses and manioc, and pas­ 
ture lands where browse the hnmp-shouldered 
cattle of Africa, flocks ol goats and sheep. This is 
the scene which attracia the eye, and la accepted 
as prom lB lng reUef alter tbe wearisome marching 
through tbe thorny jungle plains of Ugogo, the 
primeval forests of Uyanzl, the dim plains of Tura 
and Rubnga, and when we have emerged from the 
twilight shades of Kigwa. No caravan or expedi­ 
tion views it unweloomcd by song and tnmnltnons 
choniB, for rest Is at hand. 
THE DARK BIDE OF THE PICnTRl. 
It is only after a long halt that one begins to 
weary of Dnyanyembe, the principal district of 
Unyamweal. It is only when one has been stricken 
down almost to the grave by the fatol chiUy winds 
which blow from tho hcigbtu of tbe mounulns of 
Usagara, that one begins to criticize the beauty 
which at flist captivated. It Is found, then, that 
though the land is felr to look upon; that though 
we rejoiced at the sight of its grand plains, at its 
frrtlle and glowing, fields, at sight of tbe roving 
herds, which promised us abundance of milk aud 
cream—that it is one of tbe most deadly countries 
In Africa; that Its ibvcrs, rcmUtent and intermit­ 
tent, are unequalled In their scvorlty. 
EXTENT OF UNYAUWKZI. 
Unyamwezl, or the Laud of the Moon-from U 
(country) nya (of the) mwezl (moon)—extends 
over three degrees of latitude in length and about 
two and a half degrees of longitude lu breadth. Its 
principal districts aiv Unyanyembe, Ugunda, Ugara, 
Tura, Rubnga, KIgwa, tlsagozl and Uyoweh. Each 
distrlcihas Its own chief prince, king, orm U ml, 
as he is called la Kinyamwezi. Unyanyembe, how­ 
ever, is the principal district, and its king, 
Mkaslwa, Is generally considered to be the most 
important person In Unyamwezl. The other kings 
often go to war against him, and Mkaslwa olten 
gets the worst of It; as, for instance. In the present 
war between the King of Uyoweh (Mirambo) and 
Mkaslwa. 
A I'OREST LAND. 
All this vast country is drained by two rivers— 
the Northern and Southern ilombc, which empty 
Into the Malagarazi lUvcr, and theiico Into Lake 
Tanganyika, on the east Unyamwezl is bounded 
by the wildei ness of Mgnnda .*,f:ikall and Ukmibn, 
on the south by Urorl and I konongo, on the west 
by Ukawendi and Uvnlza, 011 the north by several 
small countries and tbe Ukcrcwch l.ake. Were one 
to ascend by r balloon and sean the whole of 
Unyamwezl ho would have a view of one gioat 
forest, broken here and tberc by the little clearings 
around the villages, especially in and around 
Unyanyembe. 
GAME. 
The forests of Sontlicrn Unyiiinwezi contain a 
large variety of game and wild bi'osts. 
In llics», 
may be found herds of clepiinnis, buifuloes, glraflcs 
zebms, elands, haribcests, zebras, snriugboks, pal­ 
laba, black bucks and a score of of ncr kinds. In ilic 
nelgliborbood of tlio Gombe (>!outhcrn) may bo recn 
any number of wild boars aud hogs, lions and leop­ 
ards. The Gombe Itself is remarkable for the num­ 
ber of hippopotami and crocadllcs to be lound In It. 
LIFE IN UNYANYEMBE. 
I liave been In Unyanyeml*e close on to three 
months now. By and by I shall tell you why; but 
first 1 should Uke to give you a glimpse of our life 
here. The Herai.» K.xpcUltlon has lu quarters in 
a large, strong house, built of mud, with walls 
three feet thick. It Is of one story, with a broad 
mud veranda in front ami a nroad flat roof. The 
great door is situated directly lu the centre of the 
front, and Is the only oue possible means of ingress 
and egress. 
Entering in a< this door wc find 
a roomy 
hallway; 
on 
our 
right 
is 
the 
strong storeroom, 
where 
the 
goods 
of the 
H b i i a l d 
Expedition 
and 
Livingstone’s 
cara­ 
van 
arc 
kept 
well padlocked up to guard 
against burglars. 
Soldiers at night occupy this 
hallway with loaded guns, and during tho ilav 
there si-e always two men on guard, 
besides 
Burton’s bull-headed Mabroiikl, who acts as my 
porter or policeman. On our icfl is a room open to 
the hallway, on the floor of whicb are spread straw 
mats and two or three Persian carpets, where the 
Arab sheikhs squat when they come to visit me. 
Passing through the hallway wc come to the court­ 
yard, a large quadrangle, fcnred lu and built around 
with houses. There are about a tlozen pome­ 
granate trees planted In tlic yard, more for their 
shade than for their fruit. The hou.nes around con­ 
sist, first, of the granary, where we keep the rice, 
the matama, the Indian corn, the sweet pulatoea, 
Ac.; next comes the very much bcsmokcd kltcbon, 
a primitive affair, merely a few stones on whicli 
the pots are placed. Tho cook aud hlsyouthtul 
subs are protected from the influences of the 
weather 
by 
a 
shen. 
Next to 
tho 
kitchen 
is 
the 
stable, 
where 
the 
few 
remain­ 
ing animals 
of 
tbe 
cxiicdltion 
are 
housed 
at 
nigbU 
These 
arc 
two 
donkeys, 
one 
mdch cow and six milch gout-<. Ttie low and the 
goats furnish me with mdk lor ray gruel, my pud- ] 
dings, my Ranees and my tea. 
(1 was obliged to 
attend to my comfort and make use of the licst 
Africa offers.)

Itecrsses in the solid 
wall answer for shelves and cnphoards, whero 1 de­ 
posit my cream pots and butter and cheese (whicli 
1 make myself) and niy one bottlcof W’orccstershire 
sauce and my tin candlestick. Beiiind tills room, 
winch Is tho bed, reception, sitting, drawing room. 
otDce, pantry, Ac., la my bathroom, where are my 
saddle, my guns and ammunition always ready, niy 
tools and the one t undrcd little things which an 
expedition Into the country must have. Adjoining 
my quarters Is the jail of the fortlct, called 
“temoo’’ h ere-a small room, eight by six feet, lit 
up by a smaU air hole Just large enough to put a 
rifle through-where my Incorrlglbles are kept for 
forty hours, without food, in soliwry confinement 
This solitary confinement answers admirably, about 
as well as being chained when on tho road, and 
much better than brntal flogging. 
TUB DAILY MOUND.

No sooner did I show iny face 
than 1 heard fhe order given to a slave to produce 
the Kitanda, that the Muzunga—white man— 
might lie thereon, and that the populous village of 
Maroro might behold. The silk counterpane was 
Pltread over a cotton-stuffed bed; the enormously 
fat pillows, covered with a v.trl-colored siuff, In­

The supporters and politioal managers of 
Mr. Qreeley ispear to be foiling into the same 
error into which the frionds of President Grant 
were led prior to the North Carolina election. 
They are showing signs of over-oonfldenoe and 
over-boastfblness and closing their eyee to the 
serions work that Ues before them. Some 
weeks ago the administration party laughed at 
the idea of Greeley's nomination as a huge 
joke and promised the world that the North 
Carolina election, with a majority larger than 
had ever before been given to the republicans 
in that State, would eflfectually prick the bub­ 
ble of liberal reform. The vote elects the re­ 
publican Governor by a thousand or fifteen 
hundred majority; yet, in consequence of 
those extravagant promises, the result falls 
like a wet blanket on the republican hopes 
and is regarded os practically an administra­ 
tion defeat A similar unwise policy has been 
pursued by the liberals from the start When 
the Cincinnati. Convention assembled it 
was found that the experiment of an 
independent movement was an actual success. 
The Convention was largely attended, and the 
avowed opiJonents of the administration num­ 
bered among them some of the best known 
names in the old republican party. Imme­ 
diately bonfires were lighted, gunpowder was 
burned, and amid general rojoioing it was 
declared that the doom of the administration 
was already pronounced. But soon came an 
interval of doubt and apprehension as to what 
would be the action of the democratic party. 
It was felt that without the practically united 
support of that established organization, with 
its throe million voters, the liberal movement 
would become nothing more than a diversion 
in aid of the democracy in the Frcaidentinl 
fight The opposition of the democratic organ 
in this city and its trenchant assaults on 
Greeley; the bitter speeches of Dan Voorhees, 
taking such strong ground against the Cin­ 
cinnati candidate and putting in a powerful 
protest against his acceptance by democrats, 
rendered the prospect unpromising, to sny 
the le.v3t. But the whirlwind at Balti­ 
more in favor not only of the candidates 
but of the platform of the liberal roimblicaus 
again revived the spirits of the opposition, and 
the fires were rekindled and the noLsy demon­ 
strations renewed. Then followed the card of 
the bolting free traders, with Carl Schurz at 
their head, calling a conference at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, and again a cloud came over 
the sky of the liberal heavens; but it quickly 
cleared aa-ay when the dreaded meeting took 
place and it was found that Schurz, Grosve- 
nor and all the leading spirits endorsed Gree­ 
ley, leaving only a disappointed political aspir­ 
ant to the nomination and a handful of am­ 
bitious young men in the soreheadcd conclave. 
This danger surmounted, the last obstacle in 
the way of success seemed removed—for the 
Duncan straight-out force was never deemed 
worthy of consideration—and the liberal re­ 
formers became almost beside themselves with 
exultation.

These have not yot token position in the fight; 
but under whichever banner they eventually 
array themselves on that side will victory alight 
Tho probabilities favor the adhesion of the 
bosiness interests to the a'.hniuistration cause- 
first, because the natural tendency of these 
interests is to that conaorvatism whioh teaches 
the support of the existing government, aud, 
next because Grant’s four years of civil 
rule have left the country at peace and 
in apparent prosiwrity. Change is always 
deplored by commerce and wealth when it 
can reasonably bo avoided; and as our credit 
is good abro.ad, as our people are prosperous 
at homo aud as our national debt is rapidly 
decreasing, commerce and wealth may con­ 
clude that change is not necessary or desirable 
at this time. The national banks have fattened 
on the policy of Secretary Boutwell, and have 
enjoyed Rpecial aud valuable privileges, which 
bind them to the administration by the strong 
ties of self-advantage. It is possible that the 
palsied shipping interests muy make an efturt 
to raise thair withered arms in protest; that 
cautious millionnaires may begin to question 
whether our national finances ore actually in a 
sound and solid condition or are only swelled 
by tho unhealthy inflation of false figures and 
fictitious balances; that taxpayers may feel 
tempted to seek relief from heavy burdens in 
a change of rulers. But the probability is 
that tho solid commercial strength of the 
country will be arrayed against a change, 
especially as the eccentric aud experimental 
character of the liberal candidate will 
scarcely recommend him 
to the con­ 
fidence of the moneyed interests. 
The 
eventual position of the laboring masses 
in the contest is more problematical. 
Tho steady men of toil may think it well to 
keep things as they are, since they find enough 
work to do and enough food to eat; while the 
moro restless spirits may be willing to join 
the cry of anything for a change. It is proba­ 
ble, therefore, that tho votes of this class will 
not all be cast one way, unless, indeed, some 
great concerted demonstration should be 
made by the powerful trade combinations in 
favor of one or other of tho candidates. 
We caution Mr. Greeley and his advisers, in 
view of these facts, against tho blind confidence 
and over-boastfulnoss in whioh they have 
recently indulged, and we warn them that 
without hard and persevering work they cannot 
hope to succeed. The contest is likely to be 
very close. It will certainly bo vigorously 
fought to the last hour by the administralÉon, 
and the fact must not be overlooked that the 
republicans will have in their hands the con­ 
trol of the election machinery in this city and 
nearly all over the Union. Then, again, the 
republican majorities in a lorgs nnmber of 
States at the last Presidential election were 
tremendously heavy and will be hard 
to overcome. The list of some of the 
strongest Grant States is a formidable 
one—in Iowa, forty-six thousand; in Kansas, 
seventeen thousand; in Maine, twenty-eight 
thousand; in klassachusett.s, seventy-seven 
thousand ; in Michigan, thirty-one thousand ; 
in Minnesota, fifteen thousand ; in Missouri, 
twenty-five thornsand; in New Hampshire, 
seven thousand ; in Ohio, forty-one thoiLsand ; 
in Pennsylvania, twenty-nine thousand; in 
South Carolina, seventeen thousand ; in Ten­ 
nessee, thirty thousand ; in Vermont, thirty- 
two thousand; in Wisconsin, twenty-four 
thousand. These are the solid bulwarks yet 
to bo demolished by the liberal reform bat­ 
teries, and wo can conceive of nothing power­ 
ful enough to break thorn down short of a 
tidal wave such as that which swept the old 
Tammany organization out of existenoe last 
November.

It would bo difficult to overestimate tho 
importance of establishing a means, at once 
simple and practicable, which would enable 
ships to communicate on tho high seas. At 
present, owing to difference of languages and 
signal systems, it is almost impossible for an 
American vessel to hold compiunication with 
foreign ships, and in case of distress there is 
no way of making kno-wn the nature of assist- 
onoc needed except by a clumsy kind of 
dumb show. This Ls an evil which should be 
remedied without loss of time, os the power 
of making their exact position known is a 
vital necessity to na-vigators at times. Indeed, 
there is perhaps no situation where the want 
of n universal language is more keenly felt 
than at sco, and whatever is Ukely to supply 
tho deficiency ought to be utilized. It 
is a matter of considcroblo regret to 
those interested in maritimo affairs that 
under the present amcgemcnte American ves­ 
sels experTcnce grea; ditflculty in communicat­ 
ing even with each oiner, owing to the absence 
of uniformity in the signal code. In Europe 
steps have been taken te avoid this difficulty 
by the adoption of an iutcruatioual code of 
signals which allows tho ships of all nations 
to converse freely, ontramniellcd by difference 
of language. This íb the nearest approach to 
the establishment of a universal language 
that has yet been ma^lo, a:id tbu effect it is

The adoption of the international code of 
signals by the American marine will be urged 
on the attention of Congress as soon as it as­ 
sembles. Already it is in use in the navy, 
where it gives complete satisfootion. There is 
little reason to fear any decided opposition to 
its adoption, as the reasons in snpport of the 
innovation are unanswerable. No interests 
will be injuriously offocted by tho change, 
and the Navy Department will soon have the 
code ready for pablioation in a form so cheap 
that it will leave no room for grumbling. 
By aid of this system vessels will not alone be 
able to speak with other vessels at sea withont 
differenoe of nationality, but they wiU also be 
abW to establish direct communication with all 
foreign signal stations. In view of these ad­ 
vantages there will be little difficulty in per­ 
suading Congress to enact laws compelling tho 
adoption of the code by the mercautilo ma­ 
rine. It is only by making it obligatory that 
uniformity of system can be established, and 
there ought to bo no delay or hesitancy in 
securing the desired reform. The present 
modes of commnnioation are confusing and 
afford no ready or certain way of exchanging 
information at sea, and they should be swept 
away to make room for the new code, which 
meets all tho requirements of the case. 
The l.and of the 
Moon—Stanley's 
Story of tlte Expedition—Tbe Charge* 
Agalnat Dr. Kirk. 
In another part of the Herald we present to 
our readers a continuation of the story of the 
Herald Expedition’s search after Dr. Living­ 
stone. Giving in full detail events which 
have been already published in epitome, they 
will still be found highly interesting. The 
large tract of country known as Uuyamwezi, or 
tho Land of the Moon, is described at length, 
with pictures of its everyday life and everyday 
look, its agricultural iudustry, its government 
or somhlanoe thereof, its natural features and 
tribal divisions, its fevers, its paganism and 
barbarism. Geographic^ and ethnological 
errors of former travellers are corrected 
and the quaint land rises befofe the mind in 
all its varied light and shade. This letter, 
which will be followed by others descriptive of 
the further struggles for the triumph of the 
expedition, is dated from Kwihara, in Unyan- 
yembe, on the 21st September, 1871. It cov­ 
ers a period of three months passed almost 
entirely in camp, this state of fretful inaction 
having been forced upon the leader of the 
H erald corps through the state of war between 
the native tribes, whioh the ambitious Mirombo 
afterwards had turned into a war upon the trad­ 
ing Arabs. That this savage possessed a large 
share of ability will be made manifest by taking 
note of his strategy aud boldness, yet mingled 
with that mercilessnoss to the conquered 
which has passed into a sinister proverb since 
Brennus and his Gauls flaunted their stand­ 
ards before the walls of Rome. With the re­ 
tirement of Mirombo, gorged with the plunder 
of Tabora, and a careful preparation for the 
difficult aud dangerous march to Ujiji by a 
new route, the narrative breaks off, not, how­ 
ever, before the determination is registered to 
start once more on the indistinct trail of 
tho long-lost Livingstone. The disheart­ 
ening influences whioh beset the messen­ 
ger of civilization in tliat nnfortonate 
land, smitten with tho triple curses of disease, 
barbarism and slavery, draw forth some bitter­ 
ness from tho courageous explorer, which, it 
must bo admitted, was natural to the circum­ 
stances. 
Among the many useful lessons that may be 
drawn from it one will be found in the case 
of the sailor Shaw, whioh tells as distinctly as 
possible that the vices and failings of civiliza­ 
tion bring their Nemesis as well in the heart 
of Africa as in London, Paris or New York. 
The extent to whioh snperstitions ignorance 
degrades mankind to the level of the beast or 
lower finds a painful instance in tho 
shocking rites of the savages and their medi­ 
cine men over the mutilated bodies of tho slain. 
This and other features of utter depravity 
cry more loudly than a hundred senti­ 
mental sermons in Exeter Hall for a com­ 
mencement of the work of opening up to these 
wTctches of the human kind that higher life 
which Christianity alone can give. They de­ 
mand that England shall begin tho work by 
putting an end to tho horrible traffic 
in floah 
and blood 
that flourishes 
uudor the government of tho Sultan 
of Zanzibar, more or less under tho 
protection of the English flag. To what pur­ 
pose cau tho processes of civilized thought 
and action be made plain to these savages if 
they feel tbe blight of slavery as their fore- 
nmner and accompaniment? The words of 
Livingstone himself on this point, with the 
additional light thrown upon it by tho Herald 
correspondent, deserve especial attention at 
this moment from the English government. 
Let us hope they will not be spoken in vain. 
There is one portion of this oommnnication 
which will bo read by many with regret— 
namely, tho revelation of the cruel neglect 
and carelessness of Dr. John Kirk, tho Brit- 
isn Acting Consul at Zanzibar, in sending 
supplies to Dr. Livingstone, The indictment 
against this gentleman, so much trusted by the 
friontls of tho great explorer, is clear and ex- 
pUoit and deals with sad facts only. It is re­ 
corded that the expedition fitted out with stores 
for Dr. Livingstone was allowed to remain 
without tbe slightest cause for three months 
and a half on tho coast at Bagomoyo. Had 
this been the result of the sluggishness natural 
to the half-castes, Arabs and Africans, who 
composed the expedition it might be palliated, 
bat three months and a half from tbe sealing 
of the mail bog and the complete equipment 
of the caravan were allowed to elapse and no 
effort made to set them in motion. Dr. Kirk’s 
visit to Bagamoyo, the news of which seems to 
have at lost started the expedition, appears to 
have been wholly induced by a desire to hunt 
hartbeests with some British naval officers, 
and not with a view to helping or succoring 
tho noble old man who was marking out step­ 
ping stones for civilization among the inner 
wilds of tho Continent. Adiling painfully to 
tho force of this charge is the fact that Dr. 
Kirk was a professed friend of Livingstone, 
and one. therefore, on whom the explorer’s 
intimates in England and elsewhere believed 
they could rely te administer the relief so 
urgently needed, as we now know. Tho sup- 
posititioTLs sagacity attributed to his oracnl.ar 
reports will also bo terribly shaken by the 
record of blunders made in speaking of districts 
and peoples whose location it must have been 
easy to learn oorrectiy.

Th« M«w «kippiac loiw-How It Work*. 
A positive denial bos been the nniform re­ 
ply of the sailor-boarding-honse keepers to the 
charges of abuse and fraud brought against 
them. They are, by their own showing, an 
innocent and calumniated class. No unfortu­ 
nate, too drunk to know whether ho was afloat 
or ashore, has ever been sold by them to an 
impatient master, in baste to sail while the 
wind served. No happy-go-lucky, just off a 
cruise, ever squandered his last dollar in their 
houses and was mortgaged by them for his ad­ 
vance wages to an outgoing vessel These 
frightful stories have all been invented by men­ 
dacious Jack to excite the S3rmpathios of soft­ 
hearted land lubbers, and to wickedly preju­ 
dice the community against tho honest aud 
hard-working philanthropists of Cherry stroe^ 
who hunt for the sailor from the time his craft 
crosses the bar at Sandy Hook. The new law 
forbids tbe runners boarding an American ves­ 
sel to solicit lodgers till she shall have been 
moored at the wLarf forty-eight hours. Still 
the disinterested men engaged in that busi­ 
ness throng the Staten Islmd landings, and 
hover in boats about every incoming ship. 
They are not prohibited from boarding foreign 
vessels, but the experienced seaman in charge of 
the Sailors’ Exchange doubts that they will 
sorapulously obey tho law by avoiding the 
decks of our own incoming merchantmen. 
They are avowedly hostile to the law, which 
was framed to prevent them from swindling 
the credulous tars wild with tho excitement of 
relief from toil and distracted by the novelty 
of life ashore. So fully docs iho Commis­ 
sioner believe that the ruuuors will violate the 
law that he has chartered a steam tug to 
cruise in the bay to prevent or detect any such 
offence. His embarkation was announced by 
telegraph from the boarding-house keepers of 
the city to their associates and runners on 
Staten Island, and it is said that ho will be 
allowed to make on arrest, in order to test 
before the Courts the validity of the law. It 
seems that sailors, whoso pockets ore lined 
with the results of long toil and exposure, are 
considered legitimate prey for the boarding­ 
house keepers, and they have openly combined 
to resist this law, which proposes to rescue 
the poor fellows from their jaws. They have 
long defied public opinion ; it remains to be 
seen if they are strong enough to override 
the law, or if it is so loosely drawn that their 
lawyers can drive a coach and four through its 
meshes. 
Shipping masters, too, complain of the ac­ 
tion of the law. It will deprive them of a por­ 
tion of their business. They are exertiug 
themselves to their utmost to produce a dearth 
of seamen for American vessels by shipping 
them os rapidly as possible for foreign service; 
and they assert that soon some Yankee skipper 
will be detained in port from inability of the 
Commissioner to procure him a crow. Evi­ 
dently the wish is father to the thought. 
Should such a delay occur it will come from 
the interested opposition of land sharks to a 
law calculated to shield tho hardy toiler of 
the sea from the greed which seeks him the 
moment he enters oar harbor and plots to strip 
him of his hard-earned dollars. In zealously 
and boldly endeavoring to carry out tho law 
the Commissioner may be sure of the approval 
and support of all classes of the commmiity 
whose good opinion is to be desired. If the 
law proves faulty it can be amended; but it 
must be enforced and our sailors protected 
when ashore.

A pronunciameuto has been issued, “ in 
obedience to instructions passed at a confer­ 
ence of workingmen held in New York city 
July 30, 1872," calling “a delegate conven­ 
tion of tbe labor reform party to meet at 
Philadelphia on Thursday, August 22, 1872, 
to nominate candidates for President and Vico 
President of the United States." In tho next 
place we have tho momentous information 
from Washington that Colonel Blanton Dun­ 
can, of Kentucky, in behalf of tho anti- 
Qreelcy or “straight-out” democratic com­ 
mittee, has issued a circular, dated Louisvilie, 
August 6. denunciatory of the Baltimore 
democratic nominations of Grooley and 
Brown and recommending measures for the 
appointment of delegates to tho proposed 
“straight-out" democratic convention at 
Louisville, on the 3d of September next, 
the object in view being the nomination of a 
“straight-out" democratic Presidential ticket 
according to tho gosi)el of Colonel Duncan 
and all those old-line Bourbons who have 
learned nothing and forgotten nothing, and 
who are fixed in tho faith that the world is 
square and flat and stands still, and that tho 
true platform of the democratic party is the 
constitution of “Jeems Buchanan." 
Now, in regard to both these daring enter­ 
prises, we adhere to the opinion that they are 
too late; that all the ammunition expended in 
the efforts to get up and to run an inde­ 
pendent labor-reform Presidential ticket or a 
“straight-out” democratic ticket will be am­ 
munition wasted. These labor reformers 
ought to be satisfied, from their failures at 
Columbus, Ohio, an.l at Now York, to strike a 
political bargain, that it will be utterly use­ 
less to try again the foolish experiment at 
Philadelphia. Let ns suppose, however, that 
they have met in convention, and have nomi­ 
nated an independent Presidential ticket; 
what will they do with it? It will speedily j 
disappear from tho public eye, like tho first 
labor reform ticket of Davis and Parker and tho 
temperance reform ticket of B|^ck aud Russell, 
and that extraordinary ticket of tho women’s 
rights women and tho Communists, the ticket 
of Victoria Woodhull and Frederick Douglaas, 
the ticket representing equal rights in politics 
and cverythhig else to both sexes and all races 
of the human family. 
But between Mr. Horace H. Day, an oracle 
of the lal)or reformers, and Colonel Duncan, 
“straight-out” democrat, there may be an un­ 
derstanding to this cffcct-that tho labor re­ 
formers at niiladolpbia aro to nominate a 
ticket caccordiug to tho example of the Cin­ 
cinnati Convention) which will be acceptable 
to tho “straichtrOuV’ domocrate at

the Communists, and likewise ’with “G. F. T. 
the next President of Soutii America," anrl 
with “Daniel Pratt, the Groat American Travel­ 
ler" between Boston and New York. Other­ 
wise this Presidential battle will be fought be­ 
tween tho party of tho administration and the 
supporters of Greeley and Brown, and any at- 
tempt to get up a third party will bo labor in 
vain. Wo would earnestly call iho altontion of 
Mr. Day and Colonel Dimcau to this important 
view of tho subject. 
The East African Blawe Trade. 
Already, it app^ra, tho Herald Living­ 
stone Search Expedition is bringing forth fruit, 
and just that kind of fruit on whioh Dr. Liv­ 
ingstone most of all has sot his boarL In one 
of his letters, published a few ilays ago in the 
Herald, Dr. Livingstone writes:—“If my dis­ 
closures regarding tho terrible Ujijian slaving 
should load to the suppresHion ot the Bail 
Coast slave trade I shall regard that os a 
greater matter by far th.an tho discovery of all 
the Nile sources together. ’’ It is, as the London 
Telajrapli well puts it, a singulivr ooincidenoe 
that on the day previous to tho publication of 
these words tho London papers chronicled tho 
proceedings of a largo mooting held at tha 
Mansion House for the express purpose of do- 
uounoing this accursed traffic. At tho right 
time the words of Dr. Livingstone rang over 
Europe and the world, and it would Bcom as 
if Providence had ripened the thoughts of 
men and furnished fresh reasons for renewing 
the attack on a trade which is as infamous aar 
it seems difficult to put down. To put down 
the traffic in human flesh tho British go vom- 
ment has from time to time paid many millions 
of money. With tho memory of our civil 
war frosh upon ns wo require not to 
bo reminded of the evils of slavery or of tho 
cost of putting it down. At the meeting in 
London above referred to some most extraor­ 
dinary statements were made. Sir Bardo 
Fr5re, a particular friend of Dr. Liviugslone, 
who was the first speaker, said that ho had 
recently seen a letter from ah old abolitionist, 
now ninety years of age, who had known Wil- 
berforco ,.and Clarkson and been an intimate 
friend of Macintosh and Horner. In that let­ 
ter tho old man said he had gone to sleep 
thirty-five years ago in the belief that tho slavo 
trade was dead and buried ; but now he found 
that the trade which hod been suppressed ia 
the West was carried on with vigor on the East 
Coast of Africa, and partly under tho protec­ 
tion of tho British flag. Bad treaties, it was 
explained during the meeting, were tho oau.sc. 
Tho great speech of the evening was made by 
Mr. Russel Gurney, tho Recorder of London. 
Mr. Qumey showed that for tho five years end­ 
ing 18C6-7 the total namber of regiateretl 
slaves exported from Kilwa was upwards ol 
ninety-seven thousand, making an average ol 
nearly twenty thousand a year for that period. 
On each of tho slaves shipped tho Sultan levied 
a tax of two and a half dollars, and an addi­ 
tional tax of two dollars was paid on every 
slave landed at Zanzibar. Tho Sultan thus 
derived an income of twenty thousand pounds 
a year from that source. It was also stated that 
one hundred thousand persons were annually 
captured for tho purpose of being carried into 
slavery; and, according to Dr. Livingstone, 
four-tiiths of those captured perish before 
they reach the coast. It is not wonderful that 
trovoUers should find in tho interior whole 
districts, which a few years ago wero smiling 
villages, converted into a wilderness. Such a 
state of things is a disgrace to this oiilight- 
cnedago—an age pre-eminently of Christian 
benevolence and Chri.'jtian enterprise. Wa 
agree with Mr. Gurney that Gormans, Ameri­ 
cans aud French, equally with the British, 
have an interest in this question; and wo 
hope that the nations of Christendom will 
arouse themselves aud by one vigorous effort 
wipe out this blot "^hich mars the beauty of oui 
modern civilization. 
It has been demon­ 
strated that the work can be easily done. It 
requires but tho effort. Let the effort bo 
made at once.

My Drar Sir—I prom ised tho gentlem an who 
delivered your letter th at 1 wonld answ er It fully 
and as soon as I could consistently with other en­ 
gagem ents. I am fulfilling that promise. 
If I take 
more tim e and space than might be expected you 
will please to rem em ber th at I and a great many 
other dem ocrats are In a position which reqntres 
som ething more than a m ere definition. We can­ 
n ot avoid m Uconstruction without furnishing a 
rath er lull explanation. 
I adm it th at the n ex t President m ust be Grant or 
Greeley.

It Is undeniable th at the leading m easures of 
this adm inlstiaUon are n o t only unconstitutional, 
but anU -constltutloual, showing uot merely a con­ 
tem ptuous indifference to constitutional obliga­ 
tions. but a settled hostility to those rights of tee 
S tates an<I those liberties of the people which the 
organic law w as made to secure. The President’s 
appointm ent ol officers au.l his general c.\erclse of 
public authority, under the Intluence of meu who 
paid turn large sum s of money, are scandalous out­ 
rages, and tho offor : te defend teem has combined 
w ith other like causes to extlngulsli among lils 
subordinates all respect for those rules of m orality 
which used to be held sacred. When we consider 
w hat these men have done In the North, and add 
to It the large-handed robberies perpetrated in the 
South by the retainers of tho President, w ith his 
direct aid and assistance, we are compelled to ac­ 
knowledge th at no other governm ent now lu the 
world Is adm inistered so entirely for personal 
and partisan purposes, or In such complete duire-

public. This dem oralization Is not confined to the 
executive bran ch ; the tide of corrnption tolls In 
upon the Legislature, and in some placea It has 
risen high enough to touch the lect of the judiciary.

Acts which In Ibi raer 
tim es a hardened criminal would hesitate te whls- 
p ir In the ear of his accomplice can now be openly 
advocated by a political leader, not onlv with 
safety, bni with a telerable chance of being sus- 
tm ned by a sort of public opinion. That lovo of 
liberty ana Justlco which n sctf to pervade ihe whole 
community now “reneges all ten ire r,” and yields 
w ltnout resistance te the unprincipled demagogues 
who would enthrone fraud. 


If General Graut had been equal In mind and 
heart to the exigencies of tiie times, he could easilv 
have made himself a great puhllc benefactor. He 


clean-handed devotion to duty, IDs own obedience 
te tee laws wonld have restored them to universal 
Hiipremacy. All the objects of the constitution as 
recited In the pream ble would have been accom­ 
plished bnt for the obstructions with which he him- 
self Impeded them . Uniortunately the Interests of 
certain rings wore lu lymnict with the Interests of 
the country, and they, by large presents, seduced 
him Into their service. The public contracted to 
give him the salary which his preuece.ssors had 
been content w ith; the rings offered him m ore; ho 
accepted their bounty, fell over to them and took 
the governm ent Into Ids hands us "a black republi­ 
can job.” 
Now. as te Greeley. It cannot be pretended that 
his political Hie Is very syuimetrloal. He was Ui the 
ranks of the radical abolitionists for a good mnny 
years. That is bad, for such associations would 
have a natural tendency to debase him. 
But we

was not always of them. 
He refused to be a p ar­ 
tak er in their w orst Iniquities; he had none of 
tlielr diRbollcal hatrc<l for the constitution; he did 
not lend his lips to their ribald blasphemies, and 
his feet w ere never swift In running to shed inno­ 
cent blood.

When the war was fiagi-nnt he pro­ 
voked the extrem est rage of his associates by ex­ 
ertin g himself for a peace which wonld have left 
all tne people In possession of their constitutional 
Ubertles. After the close ol the contest he was the 
advocate or regular and legal as well as honest gov­ 
ernm ent for all p arts of tec country. 1 have good 
authority for saying th at he never gave his ap- 
proval to any form of kidnapping or m urder by

lu short, although he did 
Join the abolltlomsts In their "devils' dance,” ho 
never learned to keep step with Ids paitneie. and 
we all know th at when he could not stop it iio left 
It and denounced it with becoming iudiguatlon. 
On another point he ought to have credit. The 
friends of religious free<l.)iu owe him an old debt of 
gratitude for the zeal and ability with which ho re­ 
sisted the church burners when banded together in 
the secret lodges of the Know Nothing order. It Is 
but reasonable to believe th a t his opposition saved 
tlie country from the groat danger It was once In 
of being subjugated by th at intomons organization. 
He has often been accused of complicity in cheats 
of one kind or another, but In every case he has 
tvlnmphanfly refuted tho charges. 
For this and 
for other reasons I conclude that his personal in- 
icgrlty is without a stain. 
He has many times spoken of the dem ocratic 
party and Its moat honored memlK-rs In Harsh and 
abusive term s. T h esi^ re faults of m anner and of 
tem per, which, when’ mended, are always p ar­ 
doned. We will not perm it our Judgment to be dis­ 
turbed by conalderatlons no trilling as this. 
I have looked into bis paat history only to ascer­ 
tain w hat he In now and w hat he Is llke.y to be In 
the m ture. I am bound to cure nothing lor Ida 
"antecedents,” except as they furnish the means 
of estim ating his character.

to cnullal the rlvM. wiiieh belongs to It, nnd at the 
suite time see th at labor Is not robbed of Its earn­ 
ings. He will cei taliily hold his poniT of appolnt- 
nn nt as a public trust, and not us a part of his pcr- 
soniil possession to be used for the support of his 
fnially or to cneonrage th<‘ private lilHuiillfv of his 
friends. 
Ho will, so far us he con without trans­ 
gressing the limits of his legal anthoiU r, relieve 
the «outheni .Siafes from the pangs that are now 
preying u|ion their vitals in open partDcrshlp with 
tee present adudiiislrailou. 
I think he will do all this: nnd my faith Is founded 
on the teailmouy of his friends and enemies, on the 
known IR'IB 01 his hi«tory and on the moral liifin- 
ence whleli the democrney will nei-essarlly exert 
upon his conduct. Tlie errors of tils past life were 
caused by certain evil commmilcnflons from which 
he has clean escape«l. 
He homls a great revolt

The reoonatr'jctlon act of 1M7 was a blU of a t­ 
tainder more deliberately cruel and with pains and 
penaiue* more oompendlously unjust than any Brit­ 
ish bid th at ever was paooed. But Its authors were 
conscious th at it could not stand and they m ost 
replace It with som ething else, for sooner or later 
the courts would be sure to pronouuce it void. 
Besides, the object being to p u t the Southern 
people under the domination of greedy a»lventnrers 
from the North, with nuHmlted Ucense to oppress 
and plunder them, the officers of the army were 
not very good agents in such a nefariuus business.

The details of the killing of Richard Coleman by 
Charles Reagan, proprietor of a grogshop in West 
Forty-second street, on Sunday m orning last, have 
already appeared in the Hkrald. The shooting of 
Coleman occurred while he and one William John­ 
son were In the prem ises of the liquor seller, who 
was violating the law by having his place open and 
dispensing the vile decoctions th at tend to excite 
tee m ost violent passions of the drinker. 
Coroner Young on Monday m ade Investigations, 
and found that tee evidence of Johnson was very 
necessary In rendering a verdict; hence he delayed 
the Inquest until yesterday to enable him to secure 
JnhnoAn'a attsnOan«o. 
The Coroner opened the investigation a t half-past 
ten A. M. by calling William Johnson, of 600 West 
Forty-third street, who s a i d 1 have worked with 
Coleman In the Knickerbocker Ice Company; am 
slightly acquainted with R eagan; I and Coleman 
entered Reagan’s saloon abont half-past tw o; Cole­ 
m an w anted a drink; he was dran k ; 1 took him to 
his own do o r; ho refused to go Into his honse;

along; Reagan asKed them to help me, and he 
walked to the station house, while wo carrlod de­ 
ceased ; In Hie station house he identified Reagan; 
searched bote men and found no weapon on either 
of th em ; have known Reagan five years, and be has 
tne reputation of being a peaceable and quiet man. 
Reagan, the prisoner, on being sworn, said—I re- 
Rifle at, 6.M IVest Forty-sccond street, where I 
keep a saloon; Coleman and Johnson came In, 
aakcd for drinks, used vile language, calling me vUe 
Dames, Ac.; I u.ske<l Coleman to go o u t: he refused; 
then offered him a drink to go out; as 1 was going 
round tho bar to put him out he said he would kill 
me, an>i stabbed me; i then ran In and told my sis. 
ter and barkeeper; when I came out again, ho 
again attacked mo, when 1 fired with no intention 
of killing him; It WHS to save m r own life; 1 was 
8lal)b‘Ml m the head; I was trying to get. away from 
him when I firril the shot; he then had me around 
the neck; I fired the shot to frighten him.

Living'-tone's life was that a letter had reached 
Unyauyembe, from a man called Shoi if, who is m 
charge of Livingstone's goods at Ujiji, wherein he 
asked permission from Said bin Salim, the Gover- 
nor here, to sell Livingstone's goods lor ivory, 
wherein he states farther that Shcrlf had sent his 
slaves to Manyema to look for the white man, and 
that these slaves had returned without hearing any 
news of him. He (Sherif) was therefore tired of 
waiting, and n would be much better if he were to 
receive orders to dispose of the white man's cloth 
and beads for ivory.

DR. EIRE'S NEGLECT. 


It is the case of the British Public vs. Dr. John 


Kirk, Acting Political Agent and Her Britannic 
Majesty's Consul at Zanzibar, as I understand it. 
The case is briefly this:—Some time in October, 
1870, Henry Adrian Churchill, Esq., was Political 
Agent and Her Britannic Majesty's Consul at Zanzi- 
bar. He fitted out during that mouth a small ex- 
pedition to carry supplies to Dr.-Livingstone, under 
the escort of seven or eight men, who were to act 
as armed soldiers, porters or servants. They ar- 
rived at Bagomoyo, on the mainland, during the 
latter part of October. About the latter part of 
October or the early part of November Mr. 
Churchill left Zanzibar for England, and Dr. John 
Kirk, the present occupant of the consular chair, 
succeeded him as "acting" in the capacity Mr. 
Churchill heretofore bad done. A letter bag, con- 
taining letters to Dr. Livingstone, was sealed up 
by Dr. John Kirk at Zanzibar, on which was 
written "November l, 1870—Registered letters 
lor Dr. David Livingstone, Ujiji," from which 
it appears that the letter bag was closed 
on the 1st November, 1870. On the Gth January, 
1871, your correspondent in charge of the NEW 
YORK HERALD Expedition arrived at Zanzibar, 
and then and there heard of a caravan being at 
Bagomoyo, bound for the Interior with supplies for 
Dr. Livingstone. On the 4th of February, 1871, 
your correspondent in charge of the HERALD Ex- 
pedition arrived at Bagomoyo and round this caia- 
van of Dr. Livingstone's still at Bagomoyo. On or 
about the 18th February, 1871, appeared off Bago- 
moyo Her Britannic Majesty's gunboat Columbine, 
Captain Tucker, having on board Dr. John Kirk, 
acting Her Britannic Majesty's Consul. Three days 
before 
Dr. John Kirk arrived at 
Bagomoyo 


Livingstone's caravan started for the interior, hnr- 
ricd, no doubt, by the report that tbe English Con- 
sul was coming. That evening about the hour of 
seven P. M. your correspondent dined at the French

1'HOVIM; IT FALSE. 


June 23 fiaw us at Un\ anyembe, and there I heard 


the reports oi the chiefs of the several caravans of 
the HEIU.LP Expedition. Livingstone's caravan 
was albO there, and The men in charge were inter- 
rogated by me vrtth the following questions:— 


(J. When did jou see Dr. Kirk last f 
A. 1st of November, 1S70.

A. At Zanzibar. 
Q. Did you not see him at Bagomoyo ?

Unvamwezi is a romantic name. It is "Land of 


the Moon" rendered into English—rs romantic and 
sweet in Kinyamwezi as any that Stamboul or 
Ispahan can boast is to a Turk or a Persian. Tlie 
attraction, however, to a Euiopeau lies only in the 
name. There is nothing of the mystic, nothing of 
the poetical, nothing of the romantic, in the country 
of Unyamwezl. I shudder at the sound of the 
name. It is pregnant in its every sj liable to 
me. Whenever 1 think of the word imme- 
diately come thoughts of coiyclnth, rhubarb, 
calomel, tartar emetic, ipecacuanha aud quinine 
into my head, aud I feel qualmish about the gastric 
regions und I wish I were a thousand miles away 
irom it. If I look abroad over the country I see the 
most inane and the most pro$aic country one could 
ever imagine, it Is the most unlikely country to 
a European for settlement; it is so repulsive owing 
to the notoriety it has gained for its fevers. A 
white missionary would shrink back with horror at 
the thought of settung in it. An agriculturist 
might be tempted; but then there are so many bet- 
ter countries where he c»uld do so much better he 
would be a madman if he ignored those to settle in 
this. And, supposing It were necessary to send an 
expedition such as that which boldly entered 
Abyssinia to Unyamwezi, the results would be worse 
than the retreat or Kapoleou from Moscow. No, 
an'ordinary English soldier could never live here. 
Yet you must not think of Pnyamwezi as yon would 
of an American swamp; you must not imagine 
Unyamwezl to have deep morasses, slushy beds of 
mud, infested with all abominable reptiles, or a 
jungle where the lion and the leopard have their 
dens.

The houses around con- 
sist, first, of the granary, where we keep the nee, 
the matama, tho Indian corn, the sweet potatoes, 
Ac.; next comes the very much besmoked kitchen, 
a primitive affair, merely a few stones on which 
the pots are placed. The cook and his youthful 
subs are protected from the influences of the 
weather by a shea.

milch cow and sis milch goats. The cow and the 
goats lurnlsh me with millc for my gruel, my pud- 
dings, my sauces and my tea. (I was obliged to 
attend to my comfort and make use of the best 
Africa oners.) Keit to the stable is another large 
shed, which serves as Barracks for the soldiers, 
Here they stow themselves and their wives, their 
pots and beds, and nud it pretty comfortable.

help, 
where 
he 


can be just as exclusive as he likes, has 
his own bedroom veranda, bathroom, Ac.; his tent 
serves M™ for a curtain, and, in English phrase, he 
has often declared it to be "jolly and no mistake." 
Occupying the half of one side or the house are my 
quarters, 
said 
quarters 
consisting 
of 
two 


well-plastered 
and 
neat 
rooms. 
My ta- 


ble is an oxhide stretched over a wooden 
frame. Two portmanteaus, one on top of the other, 
serve for a chair. My bedstead is only a duplicate 
ol my table, over which l spread my bearskin and 
Persian carpet. 


RECEIVING T1S1T3. 


When the very greatest and most important of the 
Arab sheikhs visit me belim, my invaluable ad- 
junct, is always told to fetch the bearskin and Per- 
sian carpet from the bed. Recesses in the solid 
wall answer for shelves and cupboards, where I de- 
posit my cream pots and butter and cheese (which 
I make myself) and my one bottle of Worcestershire 
sauce and my tin candlestick. Behind this room, 
which is the bed, reception, sitting, drawing room, 
office, pantry, 4c., is my bathroom, where are my 
saddle, my guns and ammunition always ready, my 
tools and the one hundred little things which an 
expedition into the conntry must have. Adjoining 
my quarters is the jail of the fortlet, called 
"temoe'' here—a small room, eight by six feet, lit 
up by a small air hole just, large enough to put a 
rifle through—where my incorriglbles are kept for 
forty hours, without food, in solitary confinement. 
This solitary confinement answers admirably, about 
as well as being chained when on the road, and 
much better than brutal Hogging.

In the early morning, generally about half-past 


flve or six o'clock, 1 begin to stir tbe soldiers up, 
sometimes with a long bamboo, for yon know they 
are such hard sleepers they require a good deal of 
poking.

Feragjl, the coo*, who, long ago warned by the 
noise I mate when I rouse up, is told in unmis- 
takable tones to bring "chai" (tea), for I am like

No sooner did I show my face 
than I heard the order given to a slave to produce 
the Kitanda, that the Miuunga—white man— 
might He thereon, and that the populous village of 
Maroro might behold. The silk counterpane was 
spread over a cotton-stuffed bed; the enormously 
fat pillows, co\ ered with a vari-colored stuff, In- 
vited the weary head; the licit carpet ol Ajim 
spread alon-siile of ths Kitanda was a great tempta- 
tion, but I was not to be tempted; I could not 
afford to be so crfeminatc as lie down while four 
hnnilied or rive hundred looked on to see how I 
went through the operation.

I'lenty of time to eat goat meat 
when we bh.ill be ou the march; but jubt now—no, 
thank jou. 


COL'NTINQ TUB MONEY. 


After breakfast the soldiers are called, and 


together we begin to pack the bales of cloth, string 
fceads and apportion the several loads which the 
escort must carry to Cjut some way or another. 
Can lew come to test the weight of the loads and to 
inquire about the inducements offered by the 
"Muzungu." The inducements are in the shape of 
so many pieces of cloth, four yards long, and I offer 
double what any Arab ever offered. Some are en- 
gaged at once, others say they will call again, but 
they never do, and it Is of no uce to expect them 
when there is war, for they are the cowarUIiest 
people under the sun.

suffice. I must leave hair my bed and half my 
clothes belund; all my personal baggage is not to 
weigh over sixty-four pounds. Then there are the 
ammunition boxes to be looked to. Ah, me I When 
I started from the coast I remember how ardently I 
pursued the game; how I dived into the tail, 
wet grass; how I lost myself in the jungles; 
how I trudged 
over 
the 
open plains in 


search of vert and venison. And what 
did 


it all amount to ? Killing a few inoffensive ammaia 
the meat of which was not worth the trouble. And 
shall I waste my stiength and energies in chasing 
game? No, and the man who would do so at such 
a crisis as the present is a 
. But I have ray pri- 


vate opinion of him, and I know whereof I speak. 
Very well; all the ammunition is to be left behind 
except 100 rounds to each man. So one must 
fire a shot without permission, nor waste his 
ammunition in any way, under penalty of a heavy 
fine for every charge of powder wasted. These 
things require time and thought, for the TTy^ 4 ET* 
Expedition has a long and far journey to make, it 
intends to take a new road—a road with which few 
Arabs are acquainted—despite all that Skcikli, the 
son of Kasib, can say against the project. 


DISXEE. 


It is now the dinner hour, seven P. M. Ferrajji 


has spread himself out, as they say. He has all 
sorts ol little fixings ready, such as indigestible 
dampers, the everlasting ngali, or porridge, the 
sweet potatoes, chicken and roast quarter of a 
goat; and lastly, a custard, or something just as 
good, made out of plantains. 


SHAW SICE. 


At eight P. M. the table is cleared, tbe candles 


are lit, pipes are brought out", and Shaw, my white 
man, us invited to talk. But poor Shaw is sick and 
has not a grain of spirit or energy left in him. All 
I can do or cay (Iocs not cheer him up in the least. 
He hangs down his head, and with many» sigh 
declares his inability to proceed with me to Ujiji. 


"Sot if you have a donkey to ride f" I ask. 
"Perhaps in that way I may be able," says Shaw 


in a most melancholy tone. 


"Well, mj dear Shaw," I begin, "you shall have a 


donkey to ride and you_ shall have ail the attend- 
ance you require. I believe yon are sick, but what 
is this sickness of yours I cannot make out. It is 
not 
fever, for I could have cured yon hy 


this, as I have 
cured 
myself and as I 


have 
cured 
Selim; 
besides, 
this 
fever 


Is a contemptible disease, though dangerous some- 
times. I think if yon were to exert your will—and say 
yon will go, say yon will live—there would be less 
chance of jour being unable to reach the coast 
again. To be left behind, ignorant of how much 
medicine to take or when to tafce It, is to die. Re- 
member my words—if you stop behind in Unyan- 
yembe I fear for you. wny, how can you pass the 
many months that must elapse before I can re- 
turn to Unyanyembe T No man knows where 
Livingstone is. He may be at Ujiji, he may be in 
Manyema, he may be going down the Congo River 
for the West Coast, and if I go down the Congo 
Kiver after him I cannot return to Unyanyembe, 
and In that event where would you be f" 


"It ia very true, Mr. Stanley. I shall go with you, 


bnt I feel very bad here (and he put his hand over 
his liver); but, as yon say, it is a great deal better 
to go ou than itop Vvtl&g-'' 


But the truth is that like many others starting 


from the coast with superabundant health Shaw, 
soon after realizing what travel in Africa was, lost 
courage and heart. The ever-present danger from 
the natives and the monotony of the conntry, the 
faturae one tudures frcm the constant marches

The soldiers of the HEK- 
AID Expedition to the number of forty, under my 
leadership, accompanied them. Of the Arabs' rnodo 
of lighting I was totally Ignorant, bnt I Intended to 
be governed by circumbtauc.es.

agine. r.vcry slave and soldier was decorated 
with a c;mvn or feathers, and had a lengthy crimson 
cloak ilowiue from his shoulders and ti oiling on 
the ground- Each was armed with cither a fUut- 
lock or percu'-'diou gun — the Ba'.occue? with match- 
locks, profusely decorated with silver bamls. Out 
progiess was noisy in the extreme— as If noise 
would avail much In the expected battle. WbiUj 
ti-uversiiig the Unyauyembe plains the column was 
very iriegular, owing to the extravagant show o! 
wild fight wblch they indulged In as we advanced. 
On the second day we arrived at Mfuto, where w« 
all feasted on meat freely slaughtered for tha 
braves. Here I was attacked with a severe fever, 
but as the army was for advancing I had myself 
carried 
in my hammock 
almost 
delirious. 


On 
the 
fourth 
day 
wo ' arrived 
at the 


village of Zimbizo, which was taken without 
much trouble. We had arrived in the enemy'* 
conntry. I was still suffering from fever, and while 
conscious had given strict orders that unless all 
the Arabs went together that none of my men 
should go to fight with any small detachment. 


DEATH OF A SPY. 


On the morning of the flfttt day a amall detach- 


ment went out to reconnoitre, <uid while out cap- 
tured a spy, who was thrown on the ground 
and had his head cut off immediately. 
Grow- 


ing valiant 
over this little feat a body of 


Arabs under 
Soud, 
son ol Said bin Majid, 


volunteered to go and capture Wilyankuru, whera 
Mirambo was just then with several of his princi- 
pal chiefs. 
Tney were 500 in number and very 


ardent for the fight. I had suggested to the Gov- 
ernor, Said bin Salim, that Soud bin Said, the 
•"•— --.=.->rfne wo volunteers, should deploy his men

Arab will never tate advice, and they marched out 
of Zimbizo without having taken this precaution. 
They arrived before Wilyankuru, and, after oriug a 
few volleys into the village, rushed in at the gate 
and entered the village. 


JOSAMBO'S AMBUSH. 


While they entered by one gate Mirambo took 409 


of his men out by another gate and instructed 
them to lie down close to the road thai 
led 
from 
Wilyankurn 
to 
Zimbizo, 
and 


when the Arabs would return to get up at 
a given signal, and each to stab his man. The 
Arabs found a good deal of ivory and captured • 
large number of slaves, and, having loaded them- 
selves with everything they thought valuable, pre- 
pared to return by the same road they had gone. 
When they had arrived opposite to where, the am- 
bush party was lying on each side the road Mir- 
ambo gave the signal, and the forest thieves rose 
as one man. 
Each, taking hold of hia man, 


speared him and cot off His head. 


THE SI-iUOHTEB OF THE ARABS. 


Not an Arab escaped, bnt some of their slave* 


managed to escape and bring the news to ns at 
Zimbizo. There was great consternation at Zim- 
bizo when tbe news was brought, and some of the 
principal Arabs were loud for a retreat, but Khainls 
bin Abdullah and myself did our utmost to prevent 
a disgraceful retreat. Next morning, however, 
when again incapacitated by fever from mov- 
ing about, the Governor came and told me 
the Arabs were going to leave for Unyanyembe. 
I advised him not to think of such a thing, as Mi- 
rambo would then follow them to Unyanyembe ana 
fight them at their own doors. As he retired I 
could hear a great noise outside. The Arabs anil 
Wanyamwezi auxiliaries were already running 
away, and the Governor, without saying another 
word, mounted his donkey and put himself at their 
head and was the nrst to reach the strong village 
of Mfnto, having accomplished a nine hoars' march 
in four hours, which shows how fast a man can 
travel when in a hurry. 
_ 


DESERTION' OF THB HERALD SOTJHEBS. 


One of my men came to tell me there was not 


one soldier left; they had all runaway. With diffi- 
culty I got up and I then saw tho dangerous po- 
sition I had placed myself in, through my faith in 
Arab chivalry and bravery. I was deserted except 
by one Khamis bin Abdullah, and he was going. I 
saw one of my soldiers leaving without taking my < 
tent, which lay on the ground. Seizing a pistol, I 
aimed it at him and compelled him to take up the 
tent. The white man, Shaw, as well as Bombay. 
had Io«t their heads. Shaw had saddled his donkey 
with my saddle and was about leavteg his chief to 
the tender mercies ol Mirambo, when Sclim, the Arab 
boy, sprung on him, and, pushing him aside, took 
the saddle off, and told Bombay to saddle my 
donkey. 
Bombay I believe would have stood by 


me, as well as three oi four others, but be 
was incapable of collecting his sen»es. He waa 
' seen viewing the night of the Arabs with an angelic 
smile and with an Insonciance of manner wlncli 
can only be accounted for by the charitable suppo- 
sition that his senses had entirely gone- WitU 
bitter feelings toward the Arabs for having 
deserted mo 1 gave the order to- n*rch, anil 
in company with Selim, the brave- Arab boy;

campaign of Tippecanoe and Tyler, too, was 
to ba as a Quaker meeting to a Tammany 
primary.

forth gushing addresses instead of devoting 
themselves to quiet and effective work. As a 
natural consequence the slightest obstacle in 
the way of their screaming political engine—a 
switch misplaced—au administration baggage 
wagon on the rails, freighted, it may be, with 
fraudulent votes—is sufficient to throw the 
liberal train from the track and to cover the 
ground with its debris. There is no doubt that 
the Horth Carolina election has resulted sub- 
stantially in a republican check. If the repub- 
lican ticket has really secured a majority of 
fifteen hundred which cannot be overcome on

International Mai-tunic Signal*. 


It would be difficult to overestimate the 


importance of establishing a means, at once 
simple and practicable, which would enable 
ships to communicate on the high seas. At 
present, owing to difference of languages and 
signal systems, it is almost impossible for an 
American vessel to hold communication with 
foreign ships, and in case of distress there is 
no waj~ of making known the nature of assist- 
ance needed except by a clumsy kind of 
dumb show. This is an evil which should be 
remedied without loss of time, as the power 
oi making their exact position known is a 
vital necessity to navigators at times. 
Indeed, 


there is perhaps no situation where the want 
of a universal language is more keenly felt 
than at sea, and whatever is likely to supply 
the deficiency ought to be utilized. 
It 


is 
a matter of 
considerable regret to 


those interested in maritime affairs that 
under the present arrangements American ves- 
sels experience great difficulty in communicat- 
ing even with each other, owing to the absence 
of uniformity in the signal code. In Europe 
steps have been taken to avoid this difficulty 
by the adoption of an international code of 
signals which allows the ships of all nations 
to converse freely, untrammelled by difference 
of language. This is the nearest approach to 
the establishment of a universal language 
that hag yet been made, and the affect it is 
likely to produce on the character md moda 


of thought of the seafarers can <,c»rcely fail 
to bo beneficial. 


Tho adoption of tho international codo of 


signals by the Anioricim marine will bo urgod 
on tho attention, of Congress as soon us it as- 
sembles. 
Already it is iu use iu tho nuvy, 


where it gives complete satisfaction. There is 
little reason to fear any decided opposition to 
its adoption, us the reasons iu support of the 
innovation aro unanswerable. 
No iuta-oists 


will bo injuriously affeotod by the chango, 
aud tho Navy Department will noon havo the 
oodo ready for publication ill a form so cheap 
that it will leave no room for grumbliug. 
By aid of this system vessels will not alone bo 
able to speak with other vessels at sea without 
difference of nationality, but they will also bo 
able to establish direct communication with all 
foreign signal stations. In view of these ad- 
vantages there will be littlo difficulty in per- 
suading Congress to enact laws compelling the 
adoption of the codo by the mercantile ma- 
rine. It in only by making it obligatory that 
uniformity of nysteni cnn bo established, siud 
there ought to be no delay or hesitancy in 
securing the desired re-form. 
Tho present 


uioilos of communication nro confusing and 
afford no ready or certain way of exchanging 
information at sea, aud thoy should be swept 
away to make room for tho now code, which 
rnet-t^i all the requirements of the case.

ping stones for civilization among the inner 
wilds of the Continent. Adding painfully to 
the force of this charge is the fact that Dr. 
Kirk was a professed friend of Livingstone, 
and one, therefore, on whom the explorer's 
intimates in England and elsewhere believed 
they could rely to administer the relief so 
urgently needed, as we now know. The sup- 
posititious sagacity attributed to his oracular 
reports will also be terribly shaken by the 
record of blunders mad* in speaking of districts 
and peoples whom location it mnrt have been 
BMV to l««n oomettr.

Theso 
frightful Btories hare :<U boeu iuvenleilby men- 
dacious Jack to excite the sympatUi'-s of Kofi- 
hearted land lubbers, and to •\vii-krilly preju- 
dice the community again;.t the hum-st and

prises, we adhere to the opinion that they are 
too late; that all the ammunition expended in 
the efl'orte to get up and to run au inde- 
pendent labor-reform Presidential ticket or a 
"straight-out" democratic ticket will be am- 
munition wafted. 
These labor reformers 


ought to be satisfied, from their failures at 
Columbus, Ohio, and at New York, to strike a 
political bargain, that it will be utterly use- 
less to try again the foolish experiment at 
Philadelphia. Let us suppose, however, that 
they have met in convention, and have nomi- 
nated au 
independent Presidential ticket; 


what will they do with it? It will speedily 
disappear from the public eye, like the first 
labor reform ticket of Davis and Parker and the 
temperance reform ticket of Black and Kussell, 
and that extraordinary ticket of the women's 
rights women and the Communists, the ticket 
of Victoria Woodhull and Frederick Douglass, 
the ticket representing equal rights iu politics 
and everything else to both sexes and all races 
of the human family. 


But between Mr. Horace H. Day, an oracle 


of the labor reformers, and Colonel Duncan, 
"straight-out" democrat, there may be an un- 
derstanding to this effect—that the labor re- 
formers at Philadelphia are to nominate a 
ticket (according to the example of the Cin- 
cinnati Convention) which will be acceptable 
to the "st.niHht-out" democrats at Louisville, 


in onli»r that, lik* iho liberal republic-nna 
liber.il doiiiocruUt, these other two 
may join thoir force* in tho fiyht.

Sir B.irtl« 


Frc.re, n particular friend of Dr. Livingstono, 
\\lio was tuo ttrst speaker, said that ho had 
recently seen a letter from an old abolitionist, 
now ninety years of age, who had known Wil- 
berforce and Clarks'ou and been au intimate 
friend of Macintosh aud Horner. In that let- 
ter the old mill said he had gone to sleep 
thirty-five years ago iu the belief that tho Slavs 
trade was dead aud buried ; but now ho found 
that tlie trade which had boon suppressed iu 
the Weal was carried ou with vigor ou the East 
Coast of Africa, and partly under tho protec- 
tion of the British flag. Bad treaties, it wafl 
explained during tho meeting, wore the cause. 
The great speech of the evening was made by 
Mr. Eiwscl Carney, the Iteoorder of London. 
Mr. Gurney showed that for the live years end- 
ing 1800-7 tbe total number of registered 
slaves exported from Kilwa was upwards ol 
ninety-seven thousand, making an average of 
nearly twenty thousand a year for that period. 
Oil each of the slaves shipped the Sultan levied 
a tax of two and a half dollars, and an addi- 
tional tax of two dollars vras paid on every 
slave lauded at Zanzibar. Tho Sultan thus 
derived an income of twenty thousand pound* 
a vear from that source. It was also stated that 
one hundred thousand persons were annually 
captured for the purpose of -being carried into 
slavery; and, according to Dr. Livingstone, 
i'onr-iii'lUB of those captured perish before 
they reach the coast. It is not wonderful that 
travellers should find in the interior whola 
districts, which a few years ago were smiling 
villages, converted into a wilderness. Such a 
stale of things is a disgrace to this enlight- 
ened age—an age pre-eminently of Christian 
benevolence and Christian enterprise. 
We 


agree with Mr. Gurney that Germans, Ameri- 
cans and French, equally with the British, 
have an interest in this question; and we 
hope that the nations of Christendom will 
arouse themselves and by one vigorous effort 
wipe out this blot which mars the beauty of our 
modern civilization. 
It has been demon- 


strated that the work ean be easily done. 
It 


requires but the effort. 
Let the effort be 


made at once.

ceedings of the recent murder inquest to them-

He, as well as others who gave evi- 
dence the day after the body was found, when the 
examination was first commenced contradicted 
Jormer statements in essential particulars. 
Hoff- 
man was sure that the man who left his employ 
on July 26 was named Peterson, and not Benry 
Corby, as tie had previously stated. Others said the 
man's name was Peters. 
There arose grave sus- 
picious relating to Hoffman: but nothing was 
«leared up except the fact, beyond a doubt, that 
tne mnrdercr or murderers were persons well ac- 
tjnainted with the neighborhood. Hoffman lias lived 
In Caldwell, on General Woodford's estate, for two 
Tears. He knew Kohlman eighteen years, and his 
JMeuas in New York. On July 19 he visited that 
city, and told Kohlmon's friends that he was not 
to be found anywhere. Other things came out 
•which, turned suspicion entirely from the man 
Oorby, Peterson, or Peters, to another quarter. The 
verdict was, "That the said Henry Kohlman, on or 
aftout the loth day of July last, at Cedar Grove, in 
the township of Caldwell and county aforesaid, was 
hy gome person or persons to the jurors aforesaid 
»t present unknown, with force and arms, felo- 
lonTously Hlled." 
The jury paascd a resolution that in view of the 
•nonnity of tbe crime the Governor be renneated 
w Increase tlie reward from $300 to $1,000 for the 
olscovcry and conviction of tho mnrderer.

Bhiir Atliol, '-the best horse in 
the world," as Mr. Tattersall designated the son of 
Stockwell and Blink Bonny, sold for 13,000 guineas. 
The sum total of the sale for the six days amounted 
in the aggregate to 124,505 guineas, which, at a 
rough estimate, is about $025,000.

If General Grant had been equal in mind and 
heiirt to tlie~oxixencie9 of tlie times, lie could easily 
havo made himself a great public benefactor. JHe 
might have purified omcial and political morals by 
simply seltlug the example in hi.s own person or -j. 
clean-handed devotion to fluty. His own obedience 
to the laws would have restored them to universal 
(supremacy. All the objects or the constitution fls 
recited in the preamble would have tieen accom- 
plished b'.it for the obstructions with which he him- 
self impeded then). Unfortunately the interests of 
certain riuga were in conflict witn the interests or 
nmi Into"t'iielr"'service. ' T!ie~pubnc~cozuriic?ed" to 
give Him the salary which his predecessors had 
been content with; the rings offered Mm more; he 
accepted their bounty, fell over to them ana took 
the government into his hands us "a black republi- 
can job." 


Now, 
as to Greelay. It cannot be pretended that 
his political life is vcrv%;vmmetrical. He was in the 
ranks of the radical abolitionists for a good many 
years. That is bad, for such associations would 
have a. natural tendency to debase him. 
But we 
must not torcet that though he was with tliem he 
was not always of them. 
He refused to be u par- 
taker in their worst iuiciuities; he had none or 
their diabolical hatred for the constitution: he did 
not lend hia lips to their ribald blasphemies, and 
his feet were never swift in running to shed inno- 
cent blood. 
Before the great conflict began hi3 
opposition to the designs of tne abolitionists 
agaitiat the federal and state governments impelled 
him to the opposite heresv of the secessionist?. Like 
the Koman rather who killed his daughter to save her 
from a worse fate, he chose to destrov the govern- 
ment rather than see it dishonored and violated by 
lawless force. When the war wag flagrant he pro- 
voked the extremist rage of his associates by ex- 
erting himself for a peace which would have left 
all the people in possession of their constitutional 
liberties. After the close oi the contest he was tlie 
advocate or regular and legal as well as honest gov- 
ernment for all parts of the country. I have good 
authority for saving that lie never gave his ap- 
proval to any form of kidnapping or murder by 
iniutarv commission. 
In short, although he did 
join the abolitionists in their ''devils' dance," he 
aever learned to Keep step with liis i>ai tncrs, and 
we oil know that when he could not stop it he left 
it and denounced it with becoming indignation. 
On another point he ought to have credit. The 
frieuda or religious freedom owe him an old debt of 
gratitude for the zeal and ability with which he re- 
sisted the church burners when banded together in 
the secret lodges of the Know Nothing order. It is 
but reasonable to believe that his opposition saved 
the country from the great danger jt was once ia 
of being subjugated by that infamous organization. 
He has often been accused of complicity in cheats 
ofone kind or another, but in every case he has 
triumphantly refuted the charges. Por tins and 
for other reasons I conclude that His personal in- 
tegrity is without a stain. 
lie uas many times spotcn of tlie democratic 
party and its most honored members In harsh and 
abusive terms. These are faults or manner and of 
temper, which, when mended, are always par- 
doned. We will not permit our judgment to be dis- 
turbed by considerations so trifling as this. 
J have looted into his past history only to ascer- 
tain what he Is now and what he is lifceiv to be ia 
the future. I am bonnd to care nothing lor his 
"antecedents," except as they furnish the means 
of estimating his character. I think I have found 
out with reasonable certainty how far we may con- 
fide in him. I devoutly believe that, if chosen 
^President, he will keep his oatn, preserve the con- 
stitution inviolate, execute the laws laithfullv, re- 
store the States to their rightful autonomy, pro- 
tect individual liberty by jury trial and habeas 
corpus, put the military in proper subordination 
to 
the 
civil authority, 
nse 
neither 
force 
nor frand to carry elections, keep his hands 
clean 
from 
corrupting 
girts, 
set 
his 
face 
like a Hint against all manner of financial dis- 
honesty, purify the administration of justice 
as much as in him lies, maintain the public credit 
by a prompt discharge of all just obligations, 
economize the revenue and lighten taxation, give 
to capital the right wmch belongs to it, and at the 
same time see that labor is not robbed of its earn- 
ings. He will certainly hold his power of appoint- 
ment as a public trust, and not as a part or his per- 
sonal possession to be used for the support or His 
family or to encourage the private liberality of big 
friends. He will, so far as he can without trans- 
gressing the limits of his legal authority, relieve 
the Southern States from the gangs that are now 
preying upon their vitals in open partnership with 
tho present administration. 
I think he will do all this; aud my faith i» formaed 
on the' testimony of his friends and enemies, on the 
Known facts olJ&is history and on the moral influ- 
ence which the democracy will necessarily exert 
upon hia conduct. The errors of his past life were 
' caused by certain evil communications from which 
he lifts clean escaped. He heads a great revolt 
against wickedness in high places, and I do not be- 
lieve he will go bacic upon 113 and be guilty of the 
same wickedness himself.

Inquest Yesterday— 


Verdict nt .Tiutiliuble Homicide. 
The del ailB of the killing or Richard (Joloman by 


Charles Itcagiin, proprietor of a grogshop In West 
Forty-second street, on Sunday morning last, have 
already appeared in the llciuui. The shooting of 
Colemau occurred while he and one William John- 
son were in the premises or the'liquor seller, who 
was violating the law by bavins his place open anil 
dispensing the vile decoctions that tend to excite 
the most violent passions of the drinker. 


Coroner Young on Monday made Investigations, 


and found that the evidence of Johnson was very 
necessary in rendering a verdict; hence fee delayed 
Uic inquest until yesterday to enable him to secure 
Johnson's attendance. 


The coroner opened the investigation at hair-past 


ten A. M. by calling William Johnson, of f.oo West 
Forly-lhlrd street, who Bald:—1 have worked with 
Coleuian in the Knickerbocker Ice Company; am 
slightly acquainted with Reagan; I and Coleuian 
entered lie-alcana ^"l-*™-'™*":"It)?1A1*i""1* **r-oj c-oio 
jiiiiu wanted a drink; he was drunk; I took him to 
his o-,vn door; he refused to go into his house;

Mary Rcagaii,"sister of the prisoner, testified that 
abont'lhree A. M. prisoner called lo ncr thut he 
was stabbed and that there was » man going to 
murder him: I heard a noise, but am not sure a 
shot was fired; he was wcaK then; has had hem- 
orrhage of the lungs and has been under medical 
attendance some time; I did not notice anyone in 
the store when I went out, I was so oseiteuj 
James Timmons, the officer who arrested Keagan, 
testified that when he reached Reagan's door he 
was bleeding and said he had been stabbed; after 
Imutlnfr a vard in the rear with Reagan we found a 
man down near Eleventh avenue, lying in an 
alleyway; he saiil he had been shot by Reagan; I 
assisted him up to Reagan's; told prisoner he 
must go to the station house; two men came 
along; Reagan asked them to help me, and he 
walked to the station honse, while we carried de- 
ceased; in the station house he identified Keagan; 
searched both men and found no weapon on either 
or them; have known Reagan live years, and he lias 
tne reputation of being a peaceable and quiet man. 
Reagan, the prisoner, on being sworn, said—I re- 
side at 551 west Foily-sccond street, where I 
keep a saloon: Coleman and Johnson came in, 
asked for drinks, used vile language, calling me vile 
names, Ac.; I asked Coleman to go out; he refused; 
then oirered him & drink to go out; as 1 was going 
round the bar to pnt him out he said he would kill 
me, ana stabbed mo; I then ran in and told my sis- 
ter and barkeeper; when I came out again, he 
again attacked me, when I flrea with no intention 
01 killing him; It w«g to save my own life; I was 
stabbed in tho head; I was trying to get away from 
him when I nrcd the shot; he then had me around 
the neck; I flred the shot to frighten him, intend- 
ing that tire ban would go aside, but he moved 
around and the ball entered his body. 
This closed the evidence in the case, when the 
Coroner briefly charged the jury, who without leav- 
ing the box returned a verdict of justtriab.c hom- 
icide, and were discharged. 
On motion of Mr. Hummel, the Coroner at onc« 
discharged the accused, ranch to the delight of it 
large.number of who were in attendance.
